The  New  Cary  Castle 


The  awaited  design  of  the  new  Gov- 
ernment Hou.se  has  now  been  released. 
The  first  thing  to  note  about  it  Is  that 
provincial  archilccts  were  under  the 
neces.sity  of  eschewing  a "modcrni.sfic" 
slnictiire.  the  gnvemment  wls»'lv  having 
decided  against  any  abrupt  departure 
from  traditional  lines  in  replacing  the 
former  mansion.  Even  so  the  proposed 
btiildtng  t>enrs  no  exterior  resemblance 
whatsoever  to  the  old.  and  there  can  be 
no  complaint  that  the  designers  have  not 
used  their  imagination.  Tliey  have  also 
worked  with  rommendahle  speed  in  order 
to  hurrv  up  the  replacement. 

There  will  I>e  some  mixed  feelings 
about  the  design  nevertheless.  The  more 
one  studies  it  the  more  attractive  U seem.s, 
vet  the  first  impression  is  that,  on  the 
north  side  at  lewd,  the  structure  looks 
like  a large-sl7.e  cottage  or  the  kind  of 
gabled  building  as.sociated  with  a tourist 
resort.  The  retention  of  the  stone  porte- 
cochere  which  escaped  Inst  year's  Tire 
seems  incongnioas.  albeit  it  may  fit  more 
harmonlou-slv  into  the  whole  than  the 
drawing  indicates:  It  has  the  merit  of 
retaining  historic  continuity. 


The  main  criticism  which  may  be 
offered  is  that,  from  the  entrance  side, 
the  building  is  not  imposing:  it  lacks  the 
stateliness  one  as.s<iciates  with  the  manor 
hou.se  of  a lieutcnant-govoi-nor.  This  i.s 
not  the  (*ase  with  the  south  front,  how- 
ever. where  a pleasing  touch  of  modern 
'design  has  been  blendi’d  with  older  styling 
to  create  a grander  look.  If  in  fact  the 
back  is  the  front  then  here  there  Is  dig- 
nity and  Impressive  appearance. 

From  the  description  of  the  matenal 
facings  one  imagines  that  despite  these 
reservations  the  finished  structure  will 
be  very  acceptable.  Iivside  the  general 
layout  "will  follow  the  former  pattern, 
with  improved  facilities  in  some  part* 
and  the  main  features  retained.  Func- 
tionnllv  as  well  as  in  its  fireproof  nature 
it  should  be  an  improvement  over  the 
former  building,  and  on  the  whole  fit  into 
the  gracious  environment  of  the  Govern- 
ment House  ground*.  It  Is  satisfactory 
to  learn  also  that  work  will  begin  on  the 
new  Cary  Castle  almost  immediately, 
thus  ensuring  that  the  centennial  year 
will  not  close  without  restoration  of  Vic- 
toria’s chief  residence  being  completed.
